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EDUCATIONAL WORK IN UNITED STATES PUBLIC HEALTH 
SERVICE HOSPrTALS FOR TUBERCULOUS EX-SOLDIERS. 

When the question of tho after-care of the tuberculous ex-soldicrs 
in relation to their vocational training was first discussed, it was the 
opinion of the advisory committee from the National Tuberculosis 
Association that the Federal Board for Vocational Education should 
station at the sanatoria of the Public Health Service qualified teachers 
who would give appropriate work that could be conducted under 
medical supervision and which would lead to valid choices of occu- 
pations and provide training leading thereto. 

Several of the Army hospitals which have been turned over to the 
Public Health Service are being made over into sanatoria for tuber- 
culous ex-soldiers, and occupational therapy, embracing mental 
work and manual handicraft for curative and diversional purposes, 
has been instituted in these plapes as an exclusive activity of the 
Public Health Service, which will lead to vocational training under 
the Federal Board for Vocational Education, when the physical and 
mental condition of the patient will permit of such training. The 
chief of the vocational education division of the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education has appointed a committee under the super- 
intendent of training to represent the board in working out coopera- 
tive plans for the development of educational work at the Public 
Health Service sanatoria or at sanatoria where the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance is boarding patients. 
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At the present time an educational director and teachers have been 
stationed at the following points: Greenville, S. C; Rutland, Mass.; 
El Paso, Tex.; Sanatorium, N. C. ; Perryville, Md.; Saranac Lake, 
N. Y. ; New Haven, Conn.; and Alexandria, La. Surveys and pre- 
liminary arrangements are being made at other points, including 
Soldiers' Home, Johnson City, Tenn. ; Biltmore, N. C. ; and other 
places. 



POWER TO CLOSE SCHOOLS DURING INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. 

The Supreme Court of Oregon has decided ' that under the statutes 
of that State the State board of health has no authority to order the 
closing of public schools on account of the existence of communicable 
disease. 

An action was brought against a school district to enforce payment 
on a contract to furnish transportation to school children. As a 
defense the school district showed that on account of the existence of 
influenza the county health officer had ordered the school to be closed 
pursuant to an order of the State board of health. This raised the 
question as to the authority of the State board of health to order such 

closing. 

The statute provides that "The State board of health shall have 
general supervision of the interests of the health and life of citizens of 
the State," and "it shall make and is hereby empowered to enforce 
such quarantine regulations as seem best for the preservation of the 
public health." Another statute provides that school "boards shall 
have entire control of the public schools of their districts and the 
teachers employed therein." In construing these statutes the 
supreme court held that the State board of health did not have author- 
ity to order schools to be closed, but that such closing rested in the 
sound discretion of the school board. 



DAMAGES ALLOWED FOR LEAD POISONING. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois has decided 2 that under section 15 
of the Illinois Occupational Disease Act an employee who contracted 
lead poisoning through the willful failure of the employer to provide 
the proper safeguards required by the statute may recover damages 
for the illness so caused. 

The plaintiff, after working in a lead plant for about five months, 
was compelled to stop work on account of lead poisoning. He brought
